CURTISS, THE AVIATOR. 


American Flier Who Has Broken Speed 
Record at Rheims Aviation Meet. 
Glenn II. Curtiss has again made the 
world sit up and take notice of Airier- ; 
Lean ingenuity, daring and progressive- j 
ness. His record breaking exploits at 
the great aviation meet at Rheims, I 
France, will live long in the fast in- | 
creasing history of the air. 
His vie- j 
tory in the contest for the Prix de la j 
Vitesse, value 10,000 francs ($2,000), j 
was a splendid climax to his week of 
j 
endeavor. 
He covered the course in 
this thirty kilometer race in 25 min­ 
utes 49 seconds, corrected time. 
Curtiss, now the lion of Europe, is 
really a gasoline engineer. Aviation is 
merely a side line with him, in which 
tie differs from the Wrights, who have 
given their lives to it. 
Curtiss eats 
lubricating oil and drinks gasoline. He 
began life in Hammondsport, N. Y., 
about thirty years ago and became a 
newsboy because he needed the money. 
One day he traded a lot of old junk for 
an old bicycle. 
Oddly enough, that 
trade made his fortune aud determined 
his vocation. It has never been stated 
that Glenn Curtiss is lazy, but the 
fact remains that Hammondsport is 
mostly en edge and that he got a cramp 
in the calf from pedaling his rusty old 
machine up anil down hills. Then he 
caught sight of one of the early edi­ 
tions of the gasoline engines 
“Why not tie that engine on my bi­ 
cycle and save me all this trouble?” 
he reasoned. 
He collected mpre old 
junk. When he had enough, he traded 
it for the parts of an antiquated gaso­ 
line engine. A few weeks of seclusion 
in the paternal barn followed, until 
one day Hammondsport was almost in­ 
terested by seeing young Curtiss fly up 
and down its angular street on his old 
bicycle, propelled by a gasoline engine 
he had in some occult manner attached 
to the frame. He kept on at that en­ 
terprise until by and by he began to 
build motorcycles. Eventually he had 
a factory that employed several hun­ 
dred men. which made him a rich man. 
When our best aerialists began wear­ 
ing dirigible balloons some of them 
went to Curtiss fpr a motor that would 
push their gas bags. It naturally fol­ 
lowed that the trying out process took 
place at Hammondsport, and Curtiss 
in time became identified with the 
manufacture of flying machines of one 
sort and another. 
Then he tried his 
hand at it for himself and produced 
the June Bug, that famous pony built 
little contraption that won the first 
prize offered in America for a flying 
machine that would really fly. 
Mr. Curtiss is a gasoline engineer 
first and an aviator second. 
Ile is 
chiefly interested in the performance 
of the motor. 
As the motor is the 
very heart of the aeroplane, his Amer­ 
ican friends and French rivals may be 
pardoned for the interest with which 
they watched his performances at the 
InterimtionaI flying races at Rheims. 
And the joke of,it all is that it started f 
when he traded for that old two dollar 
bicycle twenty years ago.—New York 
Globe.

ARMY'S NEW TELESCOPE. 


Gunners Can See Enemy While Re­ 
maining Invisible Themselves. 
After years of patient experimenting 
Dana Dudley of Wakefield, Mass., re­ 
cently had the satisfaction of having 
his “parti angle” telescope adopted by 
the war department of the United 
States. 
The invention is simple in its Con­ 
struction, yet, it is said, may revolu­ 
tionize modern warfare. 
It consists 
of reflecting lenses so arranged at an­ 
gles in a tube that persons or objects 
above or below and on all sides may 
be viewed from a place of conceal­ 
ment. 
The device as constructed for use In 
warfare is arranged so that even on 
disappearing guns or guns used in 
trenches and fired from any point in­ 
visible from the exterior the operator 
may ascertain the location of the ene­ 
my, target or other objective point 
without exposing himself. 


New Use of Compressed Air. 
The auxetophone is a device invent­ 
ed by Charles Parsons, by means of 
which compressed air cafi be utilized 
to strengthen the tone of any instru­ 
ment to -which it is attached. 
When 
a llie d to the cello the valve is con­ 
cealed by a rod of aluminium to the 
instrument. The compressed'air pass­ 
ing through the valve is caused to 
vibrate, thus producing a sound char­ 
acteristic of the instrument. 
The 
sound issuing from the trumpet, though 
in many respects identical with that 
of the instrument itself, is at the same 
time much richer in tone and greatly 
augmented in volume.

M onterey , Mex ico, Sept. 9.—A fter 
jou rney ing—ov er m iles of dev astated 
cou ntry a nu m ber of v illage priests j 
hav e arriv ed here bringing the first 
first news of the destru ction w rou ght 
by the recent floods in the ou tly ing dis­ 
tricts. 
T heir stories indicate that the 
hav oc is m ore w idespread and terrible 
than was at first believ ed. 
The priest 
of A rram beri has inform ed Archbishop 
L enares tha t A rram beri was destroy ed 
and today his people are w andering 
ov er the cou ntry in search of food. 
The destru ction of the roads has m ade 
it im possible to send in relief su pplies. 
The story brou ght in by the priest 
of La Ascension is to the effect that 
this tow n and its popu lation of 2,000 
sou ls/hav e entirely disappeared. 
He 
does not k now w here the people are. 
They m ay hav e tak en to the hills, or 
they m ay hav e perished. “Not a stone 
w as left u pon a stone in La Ascen­ 
sion,” the v illage priest said. “W here 
there w'as once rich farm s there is 
now nothing bu t w ater.” 
A nother priest from Allende say s 
tha t place also has disappeared, w ith 
large loss of life, and that the neigh­ 
boring fields hav e been conv erted into 
lak es. 
The priests w ere m ore than a 
week in m ak ing their way into Mon­ 
terey . They described the destru ction 
as the m ost awfu l tha t ev er has been 
ex perienced in Mex ico. Aid is u rgent­ 
ly needed in, thebe ou tly ing districts, 
particu larly as 
the 
au thorities 
are 
bu sy w ith M onterey and its v icinity . 
B u stam ente and La Escondida hav e 
been added to the list of destroy ed 
v illages.

if he say s he has been to the pole, I j 
believ e him. 
“I am willing to place facts, figu res 
and work c-d-ou t observ ations before a j 
joint tribu nal of the scientific bodies 
of the world. 
In du e c ou rse ^ sha li be 
prepared to m ak e pu blic an annou nce­ 
m ent that will effectu ally dispel any j 
dou bt, if there can be su ch, of the fact 
that 1 hav e reached the pole. 
Bu t, 
k nowing tha t I am right and that right 
m u st prev ail, I will su bm it at the prop­ 
er tim e my fu ll story to the cou rt of 
last resort—the people of the world. 
“I will not enter into any controv er­ 
sy ov er the su bject w ith Com m ander j 
Peary , fu rther than to say tha t if he 
say s I hav e tak en his Esk im os, my 
reply is tha^ Esk im os are nom ads. 
T hey are owned by nobody and a r e . 
not the priv ate property of either 
Com m ander Peary or my self. The E s­ 
k imos engaged by me w ere paid ten 
tim es w’hat they agreed to accom pany 
me for. 
“As to the story tha t Com m ander | 
Peary say s 1 took prov isions stored by j 
him, my reply is that Peary took m>' i 
prov isions, obtaining them from the | 
cu stodian on the plea that I had been 
so long absent t! 
he was going to I 
organize relief stations for me in case j 
I shou ld be aliv e. For this I hav e doc- j 
u m entary proof.” 
Coming so q u ick ly u pon other dra­ 
m atic incidents of the wreek , Com­ 
m ander P eary ’s dispatch deny ing that 
Dr. Cook bad achiev ed the triu m ph 
for which he has been feted and hon­ 
ored in Copenhagen bey ond the lot of 
any other priv ate person, has been 
read here with feelings of am azem ent 
and concern. 
Bu t I)r. Cook him self 
seem s in no wise distu rbed. 
He was 
perfectly cool and apparently u nmov ed 
when confronted w ith telegram s from 
the U nited States say ing tha t Com­ 
m ander Peary has denou nced him as 
an im postor. 
His dem eanor has not 
changed in the slightest from the day 
he landed at Copenhagen. 
Dr. Cook 's friends had u rged him to 
do his u tm ost to m ak e any statem ent 
possible to the pu blic bu t he had said 
repeatedly that all he had to say for 
the present was that he possessed 
proofs that he had v isited the north 
pole on April 21, 1908 . 
These proofs 
were 
conv incing and 
in 
du e 
tim e 
wou ld be giv en to the world. 
W hen it was su ggested to him that 
his chances of prov ing his case m ight 
be ru ined u nless he m ade a satisfac­ 
tory statem ent im m ediately , he sm iled 
—his u su al q u iet sm ile—and ask ed 
how cou ld a m an be ru ined by popu lar 
clam or calling him an impostor- when 
he had proofs of his case which cou ld 
and wou ld be pu blished, as he had oft- 
tim es repeated, when they wrere in 
proper form to be giv en ou t. 
R egarding the controv ersy ov er his 
alleged tak ing of Peary ’s stores, Dr. 
Cook asserts that he has w ritten and 
other satisfactory ev idence tljat Peary 
took his stores, perhaps believ ing him 
dead. 
“H arry W hitney is personally 
acq u ainted with all the facts, and per­ 
haps w hat he has to say when he re­ 
tu rns m ay be interesting,” added the 
ex plorer. 
Then Cook rem ark ed q u iet­ 
ly : 
“Mak e as llttje as y ou can of this 
and don’t say any thing disagreeable 
abou t Peary .” 
Dr. Cook told Captain Sv erdru p and 
another friend the day he landed here 
that he hoped there wou ld be no u n­ 
pleasantness ov er su pplies w ith the 
Pea ry party ; that he had fou nd some 
o f P eary ’s men in possession of one of 
his depots and had tu rned them ou t 
u ncerem oniou sly . 
It Is settled tha t Co o k will send a 
ship ba ck to bring to America the two 
Eskimo s who a cco mpa nied him o n the 
la st sta ge o f his jo urney to the po le, 
a s well as so me o f the pa rty who were 
sent ba ck when the sta rt o f the la st 
sta ge bega n. 
Ca pta in Sv erdrup ma y 
co mma nd the ex peditio n; 
it is Dr. 
Co o k's desire tha t he sha ll do so , a nd 
they co nferred fo r so me ho urs rega rd­ 
ing the details o f the ex peditio n. 
Dr. Cook ’s purpo se in bringing his 
Eskimo com rades 
to America is to 
ha v e them relate their sto ries o f the 
trip to the pole. 
He pro po ses to ha v e 
them ex a mined by any men fa milia r 
with the Arctic a nd the Eskimo , in­ 
cluding the members o f Pea ry ’s pa rty , 
if they wish. Dr. Co o k’s a ppa rent co n­ 
fidence is the grea test fa cto r wo rking 
in his suppo rt In Co penha gen. 
Tho se 
who ha v e ha d the o ppo rtunity to ta lk 
with him a re o nly o f o ne mind—tha t 
he is a n a bso lutely sincere, simple 
ma n, o r deserv es a pedesta l in histo ry 
a s o ne o f the grea test a cto r» .

HOT CONTROVERSY IS NOW ON 


P e rh a p s Never in History Has T here 


Been Such a Situation Presented as 


T h a t Which Has Been Opened Up 


by C om m a nde r P eary ’s Practical De­ 


nial of 
Dr. Cook's Claim to Have 


Discovered th e North Pole — Cook 


Declines to Enter Into C ontroversy 
and Calmly Stands by His Guns. 


New York, Sept. 9.—Concerning the 
discovery of the north pole the lie 
has been hurled and the foundation 
laid for a controversy unparalleled in 
history . Commander Robert E. Peary 
is making uncertain progress south­ 
ward off the coast of Labrador in his 
•hip Roosevelt, but there has come 
from him a message as direct as his 
homeward journey has been slow. 
It 
challenges the veracity of Dr. Fred­ 
erick A. Cook of Brookly n and further 
complicates a situation which the 
whole world is discussing. 
In effect 
Peary discredits Cook’s claims with 
the intimation that he (Peary ) and he 
alone, planted the American flag at the 
north pole on April 6, 1909, and that 
Dr. Cook, who asserts that he unfurled 
the flag at the pole on April 21, 1908, 
must substantiate his claim. 
At Copenhagen Cook, shown his ri­ 
val’s statement, stood by his guns, de­ 
clined to enter into a debate and calm­ 
ly asserted that his records would sus­ 
tain him. 
To prove his right of dis­ 
covery before the entire world, be­ 
y ond a shadow of doubt, he announced 
that he will dispatch a ship to Green­ 
land and bring to America his Eskimo 
companions. 
Then with their testi­ 
mony and his data, he declares that 
he will stand ready to face all detrac­ 
tors. 
In the meantime Peary continues 
his homeward journey on the ice- 
scarred Roosevelt and is still more 
than 400 miles from North Sy dney , 
Cape Breton, the objective point of the 
homeward cruise through the strait 
of Belle Isle. 
Additional details of the Peary ex ­ 
pedition which have sifted out from 
Indian Harbor state that the Peary 
sledge ex pedition left the steamer 
Roosevelt, which had wintered at Cape 
Sheridan, Grantland, Feb. 15 last, and 
started north of Cape Columbia March 
1. After a delay of some day s caused 
by open water, the onward march was 
comparatively unbroken. 
The 8 8 th 
parallel was reached April 4 and the 


pole April t>. 
l ne ex pedition paused 
there a day , and then marched south, 
reaching Cape Columbia April 23, and 
on April 27 rejoined the Roosevelt, 
which left Cape Sheridan July 18. But 
one fatality attended the ex pedition, 
Prof. Ross Marvin, of Cornell, having 
drowned forty -five miles north of Cape 
Columbia on April 10. 
Mrs. Cook is in New York and Mrs. 
Peary has left her home in Maine on 
her way to join her husband at North 
Sy dney . Though pressed for a state­ 
ment, Mrs. Cook declined absolutely 
to say any thing concerning her hus­ 
band. By those who received word of 
Dr. Cook’s discovery with skepticism. 
Commander Peary ’s challenge was re­ 
ceived with gratification; 
by those 
who had been neutral it came as an­ 
other surprise in a series of remark­ 
able happenings, while to Dr. Cook’s 
supporters it was a signal for war. 
Cook, if his plans do not miscarry , 
w ill sail for the United States on Sun­ 
day nex t and will arrive here by Sept. 
21. 
By that time Peary will have 
reached home, but no one has as y et 
suggested the possibility of a dramatic 
meeting of the two face to face. 
Peary ’s statement reflecting on Dr. 
Cook’s achievement came first to the 
Associated Press, dated Indian Har­ 
bor, 
Labrador, 
the 
point 
through 
which he first reported his success by 
wireless. 
It had evidently been de­ 
lay ed in transmission, and read as 
follows:

Press the Commander had sent the 
dispatch reply ing to any urgent request 
for an authoritative statement and 
some comment concerning Dr. Cook. 
This request had been sent to him im­ 
mediately after he had flashed news 
of his discovery from 
Indian Harbor 
on Monday .

“Telepathy is an established fact. In 
recent y ears great strides have been 
made in the ex planation of psy chic 
phenomena, and in the y ears to come 
the science of communication with the 
dead will be made a part of the curric­ 
ulum of great educational institutions. 
As its study becomes sy stematized aud 
more widely spread greater advances j 
will be made, and some day vve will 
talk with the spirits as we now talk 
with material persons.” 
This statement is made by Bishop 
Samuel Fallows of the Reformed Epis 
copal church. 
He is well known in 
j 
Chicago, where he resides. 
Future advancement in the science 
of “immortalism,” which is spiritual­ 
ism with the “fakes” left out, will 
some day bring it to the point where 
it will be studied by the masses just 
as they now delve into Latin, arithme­ 
tic, geography or grammar, according 
to Bishop Fallows, who spoke at St. 
Paul’s Reformed Episcopal church on 
“Why Am I an Immortalist and Not a 
Spiritualist?” 
The bishop made startling statements 
to the writer. 
He frankly states that [ 
he formerly fought shy of spiritualism 
and that he is just beginning to learn, j 
In the enlightened day s to come, say s j 
Dr. Fallows, we shall be able to con- j 
verse with spirits of departed friends 
and relatives. Their state will be made 
known to us through these communi­ 
cations. 
They will be able to advise 
us on knotty problems, he adds. 
Hasn’t Yet Seen a Spirit. 
Bishop Fallows quotes a speech of 
Dr. Adam Clarke, in which that cele­ 
brated commentator said: 
“I believe that spirits may , accord­ 
ing to the order of God, in the laws of 
their place of residence, have inter­ 
course with this world and become vis­ 
ible to mortals.” 
“Did y on ever see a spirit?” Bishop 
Fallows was asked. 
“No, I never have,” was the answer, 
“but I know persons who claimed to 
have seen and talked with spirits, in­ 
telligent members of my own congre­ 
gation, whose words I have no reason 
to doubt. 
“I discouraged them in their belief. I 
now feel that their ex periences were 
of great value and that I sustained an 
incalculable loss by not going deeper 
Into the matter with them.” 
“You really believe, then, that spir­ 
its may be visible to material persons 
and that they may talk with and influ­ 
ence a material mind?” he was asked. 
“ I do firmly believe that. There are 
well authenticated cases o n reco rd 
where impo rtant actio ns o f no ted men 
had been influenced by so me enper- 


mortality of the soul, in which we ail 
believe, and the preservation of iden­ 
tity bey otrd the grave. Immortalism is 
simply spiritualism with all the frauds 
and trickery eliminated. 
On account 
of these frauds spiritualism has been 
shunned by many right’thinking peo­ 
ple. but immortalism will claim their 
most earnest attention.” 
lu support of his belief Bishop Fal­ 
lows quoted from many eminent men 
who have ex pressed similar views.
